Council) ſtrictly — Require and Command all and every the Toꝛds Lieutenants, and De- 
puty Lieutenants,of Pur reſpeeive Counties adjoyning to the Sea, and all Sheriffs, Juſtices of 
Peace, Mapoꝛs, Bayliffs, and all aut every other Officers and Miniſters, Civil and Military, 
Within their reſpective Counties, Cities, Towns and Diviſions, that they cauſe the Coaſts 
to be carefully watched, and upon the firſt Appzoach of the Enemy, to cauſe all holes, Oren 
and Cattel, which may be fit fe Burthen d Dꝛaught, and not actually Ymployed in the 
Dervice and Defence of Us, and the Countrey, to be dziven and removed by the ſpace atleaſt of 
twenty Miles from the Place Where the Enemy ſhall Attempt to Land, and to ſecure the 
ſaine in ſuch Effecual manner, that they may not fall into the Hands 0: Power of any of 
Our Enemies: Mherein nevertheleſs it is Pur Will and Pleaſure, that the reſpective Own⸗ 
ers may ſuffer as little Damage and Loſs, as may be Conſiſtent with the Gzeat and Pub- 
lick Dalety of the Kingdom,
